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LANDAFF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
2016 Activity Report 


Positive changes improve the Landaff Fire Department. 


During the past year, we had 13 calls for service through mutual aid with 6 occurring in 
Landaff, - No major fires in Town (prevented by rapid response), but we had an average 
call-out response of 4+ personnel for each call, a commendable response for a small 
Department comprised entirely of unpaid volunteers. 


An exciting development was that, due to the persistent work, connections and effort of 
Harry McGovern and Pat Webb, we finally were able to procure a “new” engine, a 2006 
International Pumper from the Town of Northwood who rarely used the pumper. The 
new engine was delivered and put into service in early March after a few additions (new 
ladders, extra hose, radio modifications) all within budget. The first call was to a large 
house fire in Lisbon on Perch Pond Road, where, supporting the Lisbon Fire Department, 
our engine worked flawlessly pumping water over 1200 feet of hose uphill to the scene. 
The new engine provides confidence in our ability to respond and is a relief to the 
members in terms of ease of operation, safer driving, quieter, and overall layout versus 
our prior engine. The old engine has been sold and moved out of town. 


We are grateful for support shown by the Landaff Volunteer Fire Association (LVFA), 
our support group, which donated $2,655.79 to install automatic tire chains on the new 
engine; a gift that was received by the Town of Landaff. The LVFA also supported a 
motivated member of our community by paying tuition to attend EMT training when the 
request to the Select Board was denied. In recognizing the need for more emergency 
services personnel and that the integration of both Fire and EMS volunteers 1s critical for 
our community, the LVFA happily supported this community member’s request. 


Members also took advantage of training opportunities offered through our membership 
in the Twin State Mutual Aid Fire Association by attending courses including Infrared 
Camera Use, Fire Incident Command, Big Rig Extraction, Rural Water Operations and 
First Responder - Electrical Hazards classes. We performed extensive training with the 
new engine as well as our new infrared camera and various other firefighting operations 
(over 500 hours collectively) including a “live burn” in our community addressing a 
property request by one of our community members. 


In October, after 16 years of dedicated service Fire Chief Harry McGovern resigned. 
Harry was a solid leader who shared his vast professional knowledge and provided 
valuable instruction to his colleagues and service to the community. 


We are always eager to greet new volunteers who are willing to serve their community. 


Feel free to stop by the Fire Station on any drill night. (we meet the first and third 
Mondays of each month) and learn how you can participate. We welcome all ages and

abilities and have some volunteers who are no longer able or wish to enter burning 
buildings, but can operate the pumps, handle traffic control, and support everyone else’s 
efforts in important roles.

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LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


It has been a very stable year at the Blue School, and was led exceptionally well by Molly 
Culver, our Head Teacher and principal. Mrs. Culver brought forth quite a few new 
initiatives among which was a science night with NASA scientist Art Hammond. 


We welcomed new faculty and staff; Music Instructor Kasey Grisham, P.E. & Health 
Instructor Patrick Riggie, both are teachers at Lisbon Regional School. We also added, 
Art Instructor Karen Abbruscato. By having some of the Lisbon teachers as faculty, this 
should help assist in the transition of those students who may attend Lisbon, as they will 
already know some of their teachers. 


In terms of maintenance at the Blue School, the summer was busy with projects that 
included: painting, deep cleaning, installing a water filtration system, new siding on the 
front of the school, and new shed outside for additional storage. Mrs. Culver oversaw 
these projects during the summer. 


The board works diligently to ensure that your tax payer dollars are spent wisely and in a 
fiscally responsible manner while ensuring the needs of children are met. In terms of aid 
from the State of New Hampshire, the state has made fundamental changes in the 
stabilization grant portion of the adequacy aid program. Under this change the 
stabilization grant portion will decrease at a rate of 4% annually for a period of twenty- 
five years until this portion is depleted. This will adversely affect many districts 
throughout the State. There are currently two bills in congress attempting to counteract 
this change, one is to freeze this 4% decrease at the current level and the other is to bring 
adequacy aid as a whole back to the 2008 amounts. We are sure this will be a topic in the 
news moving forward and you’ll hear more about it on many fronts. 


Dedicated educators, parental & family involvement, and the staff and faculty at our 
neighboring schools as well as a strong volunteer base at the school, have created positive 
outcomes for our students. We also want to thank the Grange, for their continued support 
of the school with the Dictionary project for the third graders, the posting on the town 
sign of our events and the visit from Santa and goodies after the annual December music 
production. 


In closing, thank you for all you do to help educate our students, both in the classroom 
and beyond.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


SAU 35 is extremely fortunate to have an excellent Administrative Leadership Team 
responsible for setting the direction of the SAU and also providing outstanding leadership 
at the building level. Our leadership team members are Gordie Johnk, Lafayette 
Regional School Principal, Shelli Roberts, Bethlehem Elementary School Principal, 
Molly Culver, Landaff Blue School Head Teacher/Principal, Jackie Daniels, Lisbon 
Regional School Principal. Benjamin Jellison has moved from his Dean of Students 
position at the Lisbon Regional School to fill the role as Principal at the Profile School. 
Paula Frank is now the Dean of Students in Lisbon and Kyle Jacobs has resumed his 
position as the Assistant Principal at the Profile School. 


The SAU 35 schools have joined the Performance Assessment for Competency 
Education (PACE) initiative. PACE is giving our teachers the opportunity to collaborate 
with teachers from across the state to develop Performance Assessments which are used 
to assess the mastery of the competencies in Math, Language Arts and Science. These 
assessments will also replace most of the Smarter Balanced Assessments previously used. 
The concept of Performance Assessments is simple; develop real life tasks, solving real 
problems by using what has been learned in the classroom. Demonstrating what a 
student can do with what is learned has been at the center of Competency Based 
Education for years. Students in eleventh grade now will be taking the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT), replacing the Smarter Balanced assessment. The SAT is much 
more relevant to the students as they are making plans for post-secondary education. 


This year our administrative team set two goals which the SAU 35 Administrative team 
will work to achieve. 


Goal One: 
Continue competency and assessment development with the implementation of 
Performance Assessment of Competency Education (PACE) in all schools in SAU 35. 


Goal Two: 
Develop an Emergency Operations Plan (EOP) for SAU 35, particularly to support each 
school in SAU 35 in the event of an emergency. 


We are also continuing our goal for last year of providing professional development for 
our teachers in the implementation of the Next Generation Science Standards. 


Our administrators and teachers continue to work together to achieve common goals as 
stated above. We are able to focus on areas of need which we all have, sharing 
knowledge and resources which saves us time and money. Our schools are also able to 
maintain their autonomy as well. We are finding that within our five school districts we 
have many talented teachers and administrators who are willing to work together to 
improve our schools. 
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One area of concern for our school districts is the reduction of Education Adequacy Aid. 
Last year a law was passed which reduces the stabilization portion of Adequacy Aid by 
4% each year until it is eliminated in 25 years. Lisbon will lose $33,962 per year totaling 
$849,054 in 25 years. Bethlehem will lose $17,250 per year totaling $431,269 in 25 
years. Landaff will lose $2,355 per year totaling $58,880 in 25 years. This decrease in 
adequacy aid will raise the portion needed to be raised from property taxes in each of 
these towns. I urge you to contact your local legislative representative to support the 
passage of House Bill 525 which will eliminate the 4% reduction of adequacy aid.
